To insert the Memory Card, slide the card 
into the socket on the underside of the con- 
trolier untii it clicks into position. 

To remove it, press the reiease lever on the 
controller and pull it out.

To change memory siots, simpiy siide the 
switch to 1, 2, 3, or 4. 



You can change memory slots at any time, 
but we suggest changing only when the sys- 
tem power is turned off. Some games, such
